mhe  smaller  proportion  of  dischargees  among  Concord  releasees  is  undoubtedly 
due  to  the  fact  that  Concord  men  are  almost  always  paroled  quite  early  in 
their  sentences  and  thus  have  little  chance  to  stay  in  until  discharge.

The  proportion  of  releasees  who  were  discharged  held  stable  between 
1°63  and  1^68  at  about  one-third.  However,  since  1968  there  has  been  a 
steady  decrease  in  the  proportion  of  releasees  who  were  discharged.  This 
decrease  accelerated  during  1972.  In  other  words,  the  increasing  use  of 
oarole  did  not  begin  last  year  but  is  rather  a  five-year-old  trend.  One 
■f,anto*'  in.  this  increasing  use  of  parole  has  been  an  increasing  number  of 
commitments  to  Concord.

Table  III  presents  the  statistically  significant  differences  between 
dischargees  and  parolees,  in  the  order  of  their  importance.

The  most  significant  difference  is  that  on  Military  Service.  Nearly 
three  quarters  of  the  dischargees  have  served  in  the  armed  services  as  compared 
to  only  38^  of  parolees.    This  difference  is  difficult  to  understand  or 
explain.    The  possibility  that  this  is  doe  to  a  higher  proportion  of  older  men  in 

the  discharge  group, is  contradicted  by  the  fact  that  the  distribution  of  age 
for  both  groups  is  very  nearly  the  same. 

The  most  consistent  differences  between  parolees  and  dischargees  are 
to  be  found  in  records  of  prior  commitments.    While  nearly  forty  percent 
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of  1972  parolees  were  first  offenders,  less  than  twenty  percent  of  dischargees 
had  not  previously  been  incarcerated.  Half  of  the  discharge  group  had  been 
previously  committed  to  state  or  federal  institutions,  as  opposed  to  only  a 
third  of  parolees.  While  only  21%  of  parolees  had  had  juvenile  commitments 
31  #  of  dischargees  had  been  committed  to  juvenile  institutions.  kj>%  of  parolees 
had  spent  time  in  county  institutions  while  55%  of  dischargees  had  had  such 
experience. 

Differences  in  present  offense  are  not  as  substantial  as  those  above. 
A  higher  proportion  of  parolees  were  committed  for  sex  or  narcotics  offenses 
than  were  dischargees.    This  may  be  due  to  parole  and  sentencing  laws  in  the 
case  of  sex  offenders  and  to  the  greater  likelihood  of  drug  offenders  being 
Concord  men. 

One  last  difference  was  found  between  these  two  groups  of  releasees. 
Dischargees  were  more  often  found  to  have  completed  fewer  than  nine  years  of 
schooling  than  were  parolees.    No  relation  was  found  between  this  fact  and 
occupational  levelj which  for  both  groups  was  similarly  distributed  among  various 
skill  levels.
